The idea of the Tribune
gooma to ba that the decisions of & judge on the
boneh-should not be called in gquestion, nor
made & ground of opposing him at the polls.
Thus it says that Judge Bharswood's decision
“against the constitutionality of greenbacks
tiwng g purely legal decision, which, whether
right or wrong, was made solely upon Judge
Sharswood's understanding of the law.” It

adds:—

“The formal declslons of eminent judges upon
polnts of law ought not Lo be bandied about in

sppeals to popular passion. The purity and
nonor of the Judiolary are more than party
triumph. Ifthe declslons of a4 Court are to be

the subject of pnrl.{‘ strifo, and debated in stump
B hes, wo may bld farewell to an lndepens

ent and fenrless Judlelary, * * + & »
With the polities of Judge 8harswood we differ,
and would have the Ponnsylvania Republioaus
oppose him on political grounds, but on those
only. We wonld bave justios kept sacred, and
would never wililpgly see ,Lu of, SWOrn Lo
honuur administer thelaw, held responaible
for their declsions by elther of the political
partien"”

We think if the Zribune had adopted these
yiows at an earlier day, it would have saved
itaelf many a hot and furious diatribe against
the late Chief Justive Taney and the Dred
Boott decizion, It might even now moderate
its tone oconoerning Judge Cardozo, of its own
city, Suppose this latter judge were a candi-
date for re.election, would not the Tribune
oppose him om the very ground of his deoi-
plonst Suppose the office of Chief Justice of
the United States were an eleotive one, aud
that subsequent to the dslivery of the Dred
Boott deocigion the late Chief Justice Taney
had been a candidate for re-eleotion, would noy
the Tribune have opposed him on the ground
of that decision? Would it then have main-
tained that “the formal declsions of eminent
judges' ought not to be canvassed before the
people, and that judges ought not to be “held
responsible for their decisions by either of the
political parties?”

The Tribune's]theory is an unsound one,
Political questions finally settle themselves in
the shape of laws, and thus pass before the
judges, The fundamental law of the Consti-
tution is constantly before them for interpre-
tation, and our most important political ques-
tions grow out of different constructions of that
instroment. Now we aver that the people
bave a right to their interpretation of the Con-
gtitution, and whenever & judge decides con-
trary to this interpretation of the people, they
have good and sufficient ground for seiting
him mside, and putting another man in his
place. And in selecting men for the judi-
olary, what better criterion of their views on
constitutional Jaw can be found than the deci-
pions which they may have already rendered ?
WNow, the people of this State believe in the
constitntionality of the act of Congress making
greenbacks a legal tender for debt. Judge
Bharawood does mot. The honesty of his
opinion makes not the slightest difference in
the oage. The people are entitled to choose &
judge who interprets the Constitution as they
do, and the fact that Judge Bharswood does
not do this is a good ground for opposing his
elsotion.

During the war our Damooratic judge.

decided the dralt to be unconstitutional. I
was a pure question of law with them, ai
muoch so a8 the gresnback gquestion was wit
Judge Bharswood. Thay were State-sovereigng -
men of the Calhonn stripe, as is Judge Shars
wood, and they decided the question accord-
ingly. Does the Tribune pretend that thi
@ecision was mot a lagitimate topic of party
discussion, and was not sufficient ground for
political action on the part of the peopls
The Tribune admits that Judge Bharswood
should be opposed on ‘‘politioal grounds.”
But what are political grounds in the case
of & judge? Are thoy not his opinions upon
political questions ! And do they cease to be
politioal gronuds by being put in the form of &
judiolal deolsion ?

The Tribune has a most singular way of
hlm ita politlml friends. We remesmber
how it helped the Republicans of Illinols in
thair great Benatorial contest in 1858, They
have remembered It, too, ever since, It pro-
fesses to favor the election of Judge Williams,
If it really does favor his eleotion, wa hope it

will takes less equivoeal method of showing
that faot than by the publication of artigles
like the ome upon which we have been com.
menting.

been oconducted, and from coonslonal dis-
turbances of the public pescs whioh have from
time to time ocourred. The trus position of
affairs in that State may best be learned by &
reference 1o the history of events during and
#ince the Rebellion.

In most of the Rebel Statea there was such
a practical unity of sentiment among the white
people, that they wers saved from falling into
the horrors of civil war among themselves.
Not so, however, in Tennesses, Her people
were vory olosely divided in sentiment, and
when a propogal was submitted to them in
favor of calling a convention with a view to
secession, it was votod down by a large ma-
Jority. Through the treachery of her Legisla-
ture the State was finally carried over to the
Rebellion. But there was s very largs por-
tion of her people who refused to give up their
allegiance to the Union. When the oollision
of arms came, Tennesses thus becams the
theatre of civil war in its moat aggravated and
terrible forms. It was neighboragainst neigh-
bor. The sufferings of the Tennessee loyalists
will form & dark page in the history of the Re-
bellion, while their devetion to the old flag,
amid scenes of danger, distress, persecution,
and death, has given to patriotism itself a
new and noble illustration,

When the Union canse had trinmphed and
the work of reconstruotion began in Tennesses,

" it encountered the terrible fouds and hatreds

that had grown up out of thecontest. The naw
HState Government, in the haunds of Governor
Browplow, found itself aseniled by the very
clase of men who had treacherously oarried
the State into the Rebellion, The disfranchise-
ment of the Rebels, and the enfranchisement
of the blacks, became absolutely necessary to
save the State from falling into disloyal hands.
It was simply a question whether the loyal
men who had remained true to the Union and
the flag, aud who had suffered everything in
doing so, should control the Btate, or wheother
the Rabels, still filled with hatred and vindio-
tiveness against the Unionists, should do so.
The contest bhas been a very bitter one, and
any man of less nerve and determination than
Governor Brownlow would have falled. He
deserves the thanks of every Union man in
the whole country for the courage and de-
voledness he has displayed. Despita the
clamor that is being raised for partisan pur-
poses elsewhere, we believe he has done the
best that the ciroumstances of the case ad-
mitted of, and thal under his guidance the
State will finally settle down into peace and
prosperity. It is very much as it was in Mis-
sourl. The same clamor was raised against
Governor Fletohor and the Unionists thers,
but they stood firm and the State was saved.
Nobody hears of any trouble there now. So
it will be in Tennessee &3 soon as the old
Rebel element finds that it is fairly whipped,
and cannot regain political control of the
State.

Is It Impossible?

It is stated that the Duke of Argyle, Sir
Charles Bright, and other leading English-
men, have organized a socisty for the purpose
of sceing whether it is not possible to per-
fect a mechanism which will enable man to
navigate the air as easily as he now does the
water. The association is called the Hronau-
tical Boclety, and they intend to take active
steps towards praoctically seouring the end
aforesald. To a casual observer it would
at first appear impossible that the attempt
ghould be crowned with success. That a
party could start to-day from Philadelphia,
and with equal safety and greater rapidity
proceed to New York or Washington, seems a
consummation most desirable, yet oppossd to
the fitness of things; yet a few minutes’ exa-
mination will show that there is mno real
cause for despair. Buppose—in order
to  encourage the mronaut—that we
transport ourselves back a century, aund
stand  where our ancestors did a
hundred years ago. Let some one come to us
and tell us that the fumes which escaped from
a kettle could be used to drag a score of tons
acrogs the country at the rate of forty miles
an hour, aud that, too, without great danger to
life or limb, and wo would have voted such a
man & Munchausen, and consldered Lim as
insultiug our intelligence. Or let a man say
that we should know at 2 o'clock what trans-
pired at 5t. Petersburg at § o'clock the same
morning, and there is every probability that
the maniac would have shared the fate of
Gioody Cole aud the other witches of bygone
dayd. Or yet ngain, if a msn should have
visited a printing office in 1767 and told the
man who was working the hand press that
within & hundred years a paper four times the
size of his would be printed at the rate
of & bhundred a minute, he would have
been probably ejected with great wrath.
Yet all these things have been done within
one hundred years. The impossible things of
the past are everyday coccurrences of the pre-
sent, We do not netice the steam cars, or
the telegraph poles, or the printing presses.
We take thom for granted, and wonder how auy
ome could b 8o stupid as to deny their value.
How then, in the light of experience, are we
warranted in doubting that the system of
aerial navigation is possible? It fs really not

All
olroumstances eombine to show us that the
day Id vot far distant when we may ascend,
and take a trip through the atmosphers with
as little comcern and wnuoh greater comfort
than by the present systam of railroads. It may
be that we will live to ses the day when we
will talk about the “old cars' [n the same
tone as we do of the “old atage coaches,’ and

vegrat the improvements which deny
us  anything but & bird's-eye view
of the ocountry through which we are

journeying, But our English noblemen an-
ticipate greater things than lhis.. Eaoh ox-
pects to see & Dadalus, if not un loarus. A
aystem of goraphio wings, or some such con-
trivance, s to be invented, Mr. Wenham
states in his recent paper that “‘man is en-
dowed with suficdent museular power toenable
him to take individual and extended flights,
and that success is probably only involved in
a question of suitable mechanioal adaptation."’
Bo that the day may be near when a party
travelling from Philadelphia to New York will
pass on his way mail agents and newspaper
gorrespondents, conveying “specials’’ which
they deem will be delivered quiocker if they
take & fly themselves instead of awaiting the
regular balloon.

W understand that William B. Mann, Esq.,
I8 a candidate for retilection to the office which
heé mow holds. Mr. Mann has shown com-
mendable diligence in the prosecution of cer-
tain clagses of criminals, bat the question is,
will he show the same diligence in bringing
the leaders in the late disgraceful firemen’s
riot to justice?

E. M. Prase, the new Governor of Texas,
is a man of Northern birth, who has reslded
in Texas since 1833, He has been in publio
life & good deal, and was Governor of the State
for two terms. He was a consistent Union
man during the war, and was a member of the
Convention of SBouthern Loyalists which met
in this city last year.
